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“THE TWENTY-FOUR-INCH GAUGE”s

It is now four years since the Punjab Branch of the 
British Medical Association resuscitated. Durin 
most of this period I have had the privilege of Serving ag 
the honorary secretary of the Branch, and have seen jt 
develop from a small beginning to its present dimensions 
with feelings of pride. Since its inception I have had byt 
one wish—to make the Punjab Branch a real factor jp 
the advancement of the medical profession in this 
Province. My dream has been a united profession, and it 
seems to me that this union can be achieved only by such 
a society as ours, which enables us to meet as member 
of an honourable profession, animated by a sincere desire 
to help one another along the road of progress. Oy, 
interests may vary, our outlook on life may differ jp 
many respects, but by meeting together in friendly inter. 
course we can get to know one another better, get to 
understand each other’s point of view, and thus break 
down barriers which have been detrimental to oy 
happiness and to our mutual welfare. This is the main 
object of the British Medical Association—to advance 
the interests and welfare of the medical profession. 

The title of my address is taken from the ritual of the 
Masonic Fraternity, of which I am a member, and it 
seems an appropriate one for an address to the members 
of our profession. 

“The twenty-four-inch gauge represents the twenty-four 
hours of the day ; part to be spent in prayer to Almighty 
God, part in labour and refreshment, and part in serving a 
friend or brother in time of need.”’ 


Could anything express in clearer terms the idealistic 
life of a doctor—part of his day to be spent in prayer, 
part in labour and refreshment, and part in serving a 
friend or brother? The high ethics which this inculcates 
is in keeping with the traditional, and real, aspirations 
of our well-named noble profession. Willy-nilly, our life 
is made up of a daily round of prayer, labour and refresh- 
ment, and service to friend and brother. 


PRAYER 
With the first of these I do not intend to deal ; it is 
a purely private concern of our own which no one would 
intrude upon, but the efficacy of which has been s0 
admirably expressed by Tennyson—‘‘ More things are 
wrought by prayer than this world dreams of.”’ 


LaBouR 

As professional men we are all acquainted with those 
constant calls which entail labour of body and constant 
anxiety of mind, draining our vitality and often reducing 
us to a condition of mental and physical exhaustion. 
There is no profession in the world whose work is 90 
exacting. We have no fixed hours for work ; at any 
time of the day or night we may be summoned to succour 
someone in the hour of his affliction. It is to the 
credit of our professional brethren that they are ever 
ready to answer a call. Moreover, our work is of such 
a nature that we cannot measure it in terms of hours. 
In each individual case we have to exercise patience il 
carrying out our investigations, and then bring to beat 
on each case such knowledge as we possess to determine 
the nature of the complaint and the best method o 
dealing with it. Hippocrates, the father of scientific 
medicine, recognized this: ‘‘ Art is long, life is short, 
and judgement is difficult.’’ This aphorism is as tre 
to-day as it was in the time of Hippocrates, possibly 
truer. Our art has expanded beyond all measure ; i 
spite of accessory aids to diagnosis, time is precious 
judgement remains difficult. It is the combination of al 
these factors which makes our work so exacting, absorbill

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our every moment and leaving little time for refreshment. 
And yet refreshment is essential for mind and body. It 
is not only a good but a necessary thing to tear ourselves 
away from the labour of ministering to others for a time, 
otherwise we are bound to weary of well-doing, we get 
stale, our interest in our work flags, we become mentally 
and physically unbalanced. 


REFRESHMENT 

Time for refreshment, or leisure time, might alone have 
rovided sufficient material for this address. The busy 
practitioner often has little time left for leisure, but the 
man who is such a slave to his profession that he neglects 
to provide for hours of recreation and refreshment will 
develop a cramped mind. His intellect will be dwarfed, 
his interest narrowed, and his general well-being will 
sufier. According to the Salernian faculty the three best 
physicians for ailing people were Doctor Quiet, Doctor 
Diet, and Doctor Merryman—rest, good food, and good 
cheer. We doctors require the attention of these 
physicians as much as the ailing public we have to attend. 
Every one of us should set apart a portion of the day 
for quiet, when we should put aside our work and devote 
our attention to the reading of some other subject 
than our own—general literature, art, poetry, history, 
biography. The change acts upon us in two ways to our 
immense benefit: it distracts our attention from our work, 
and it fosters that culture which should be the hall-mark 
of every member of our profession. 

“Tt is only by absorbing the wisdom of others that we 
ourselves can become wise, and as we take care to clothe 
our bodies, we ought to be equally careful to clothe our 
minds.”’ 

It has been said that you may judge a man by the 

company he keeps, and the same is true of a man’s 
intellect ; you can judge his intellectual capacity by the 
books which he makes his companions. 
_ Again, part of our leisure time should be devoted to 
active recreation. A daily walk, if nothing else, in the 
open country, a round of golf, a game of tennis, or some 
other form of active exercise should be ensured. Social 
benefits are obtained from association with our fellow 
practitioners. We should all endeavour to meet as often 
as possible, so as to promote understanding of one 
another. Thus, our social life will be made pleasaxter, 
for we will enlarge our circle of friends and develop, at 
the same time, feelings of trust and good will. There is 
a tendency for rival practitioners to regard each other 
with suspicion, and in some cases with animosity. To 
overcome these tendencies frequent meetings, where we 
can meet as man to man, should be encouraged. It was 
my earnest hope that the British Medical Association 
would make such meetings possible, and to some extent 
it has. But we need still further to develop the social 
side of our Association. At home the British Medical 
Association meetings are not only devoted to professional 
discussions ; they partake of a social function as well, 
and I have spent very pleasant hours, after a meeting, 
exchanging views on varied topics, interspersed with quip 
and jest, all making for friendship and happiness. 


SERVING FRIEND OR BROTHER 

Service to friend or brother practitioner should be part 
and parcel of our daily life. The extent of such service 
has been stressed by Hippocrates in the famous physician’s 
oath with which we are all expected to conform, and 
which was at one time demanded from graduates at the 
time of graduation. 

There is nothing to be added to this’ obligation ; we are 
enjoined to hold our teachers as equal to our parents, 
to consider his family as our brothers, to assist pupils 
Who have taken the physician’s oath, to help the sick 
according to our ability, to lead a pure and holy life, 
to abstain from wrong-doing, to respect chastity, to main- 
tain secrecy. The observation of these precepts completes 


the round of our daily obligations—‘“ part to be spent in 


serving friend or brother.’ Too often, I fear, this 
obligation is more honoured in the breach than in the 
observance. If we could but fulfil the complete circle of 


our daily round—spend part in prayer, part in labour and 
refreshment, and part in serving friend or brother—we 
would soon “‘ gain reputation among men,’”’ a reputation 
which would ensure that we would ever after be remem- 
bered not alone for professional skill, but also on account 
of those “‘ little nameless unremembered acts of kindness 
and of love.’’ 
CONCLUSION 

Finally, I would like to express the wish that the 
Punjab Branch of the British Medical Association will 
disseminate throughout this Province of ours a spirit of 
trust and confidence ; that through it we may gain know- 
ledge, contract life-long friendships, and raise our pro- 
fession to such esteem that it will, through us, gain the 
respect of all men. I shall work to this end, and when the 
time comes for me to leave, I wish for nothing better 
than to be remembered as one who endeavoured to achieve 
this high ideal.

REPORT ON THE PROBLEM OF THE OUT-PATIENT 

By DunpzE: That (with reference to the recommenda- 
tion in para. 98 of the Annual Report of Council) 
the Conclusions and Recommendations of the Report 
of Council on the Problem of the Out-Patient be 
generally approved, subject to the following rider: 
That under the present conditions of medical organiza- 
tion there is a considerable class, especially wives and 
children of insured persons, who are unable to secure 
adequate medical attention from their own resources, and 
for whom the only service obtainable is that of the 
infirmary, unless they are to be constrained to apply to 
the Public Assistance Services, which the Representative 
Body considers inadvisable.

South WaLES AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRANCH: CARDIFF 

Division 
A clinical meeting of the Cardiff Division was held on March 
2th in Cardiff Royal Infirmary, when Dr. G. I. SrracHan 
was in the chair, and over forty members were present. 

Professor A. W. SHEEN, discussing a case of myelomatosis, 
said that the disease was a pathological and clinical entity, 
and was .rare. Males between 40 and 60 were those most 
frequently affected. The growths most commonly were first 
noticed in the sternum or the ribs; soon there was evidence 
of growths in long bones or spine; spontaneous fractures 
might occur. Bence-Jones’s proteose was present in the urine 
in about half the cases, hence the name ‘‘ myelopathic 
albumosuria.’” The spleen and lymph glands might be 
enlarged, with anaemia in the later stages. The disease was 
not to be confounded with ordinary sarcoma or with the 
single giant-celled sarcoma of bone, responsive to conservative 
treatment, for which the name ‘‘ myeloma ’’ was now often 
given. It was slowly progressive, and the prognosis bad ; 


radium might bring about temporary shrinkage of the growths. . 


Professor Sheen added that the patient’s right testis was 
converted into a spherical shrunken hard mass, tender during 
the last few days; he could not connect this with the rest 
of the clinical picture. 

After showing two cases of splenectomy for thrombocyto- 
penic purpura haemorrhagica, Professor Sheen stressed the 
value of splenectomy in the disease, and quoted Mayo as 
saying that ‘‘ in this dyscrasia the effects of splenectomy are 
almost miraculous.’ He considéred that the disease should 
be borne in mind in all haemorrhages from mucous tracts— 
stomach, uterus, etc.—particularly in young people and when 
accompanied by other evidences of purpura. The platelet 
count should always be made in such cases. 

Mr. Lampert RoGers showed two patients upon whom he 
had recently operated with success for trigeminal neuralgia, 
performing selective retro-Gasserian neurotomy by the temporal 
route. Lantern slides were shown illustrating the steps of 
the operation and the surgical anatomy of the Gasserian 
ganglion and its sensory route. 

Dr. Owen L. Ruys, Mr. D. J. Harries, Mr. N. L. M. 
Reaver, and Dr. James Beatty also showed patients. 


SouTH-WESTERN BRANCH: TorQuAy DtvIsIon 
A joint special meeting of the Torquay Division with the 
Torquay and District Medical Society was held on March 
25th, when Dr. McCatcum, chairman of the Division, pre- 
sided. There was a large attendance of members, together 
with a few non-members. In introducing Dr. Ernest Ward 


to the meeting the chairman referred to the great amount of 
valuable work he had done for the profession, both in his 
Division and in the local medical society. 

Dr. Warp delivered an address entitled ‘‘ Recent knowledge 
of tuberculosis—the transatlantic visit,’’ which illus- 
trated by a series of photographs, etc., shown by the epi- 
diascope. Dr. Ward’s description of his tour with a party 
of tuberculosis experts through the chief cities of the United 
States and Canada, in 1930, was one of the most interesting and 
entertaining papers ever read before the Division. The subjects 
touched upon were too numerous to mention individually, but 
among those which seemed to interest the audience most were 
the party’s experiences of American hustle, the difficulties 
and dangers attendant upon travel by motor in the United 
States, the effects of prohibition on various sections of the 
population, public health administration in Chicago under 
gangster rule, ‘‘ yes-men’’ in the medical profession, 
a unique series of ghost photographs obtained at séances by 
a Canadian doctor, showing some striking examples of ‘‘ ecto- 
plasm,’’ and a very fine series of radiograms of unusual 
chest conditions. On the motion of Dr. W. W. Srasp, 
seconded by Dr. Haypon, a hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded to Dr. Ward. 


The annual meeting of the Division was held on May 6th. 
The chair was taken first by the retiring chairman, Dr. P. A. 
and later by Dr. Cortts Hattowes. The chair- 
man announced the receipt of Dr. Distin’s resignation (on 
account of ill-health) from the post of charities secretary, and 
expressed the regret of the Division at the loss of such an 
active and experienced worker.

SUFFOLK BRANCH: WEsT SUFFOLK DIVISION 
A meeting of the West Suffolk Division was held at the West 
Suffolk General Hospital, Bury St. Edmunds, on March 24th, 
when Dr. F. R. BARWELL was in the chair. On the sugges- 
tion of the chairman a letter was directed to be written to 
Mrs. Bygott expressing the sympathy of the members on the 
death of her husband. 

The question of the adoption of resolutions under ethical 
rules in regard to the revised salaries for medical officers of 
health having been discussed, the following motion, proposed 
by Dr. Dobsin and seconded by Dr. HaRDWIcKE, was adopted : 


That, in the opinion of the West Suffolk Division, no medical 
practitioner should, after the date of adoption of this resolu- 
tion, apply for or accept any whole-time public health appoint- 
ment within the area of the Division the salary of which does 
not conform: to the agreed Memorandum of Recomniendations- 
in regard to salaries of whole-time public health medical 
officers, as approved and adopted by the Annual Representative 
Meeting, 1929. 


With regard to the question of domiciliary attendance, Dr. 
StirF proposed and Dr. ALEXANDER seconded the following 
motion,. which was carried: 


(i) That the Division expresses the opinion that domiciliary 
attendance should, in the best interests of the patients, be 
provided by private practitioners, and not by a _ whole-time 
medical officer; (ii) the adoption of this expression of opinion 
leaves unprejudiced the position of any medical officers at 
present holding whole-time appointments in which domiciliary 
attendance is one of the duties; and (iii) that no medical 
practitioner should, after the date of adoption of this resolution, 
apply for or accept any whole-time public health appointment 
within the area of the Division which involves domiciliary 
attendance. ’ 


It was subsequently decided to rescind the resolution 
adopted by the Division in January, 1926, regarding minimum 
commencing salaries. 

The Report of Council on the problem of the out-patient 
was considered. It was pointed out that there was very little 
abuse of the out-patient department of the West Suffolk 
General Hospital, as the number of patients without a recom- 
mendation letter from their medical attendant was now very 
small indeed. The meeting directed that the representative 
at the Annual Representative Meeting should support the 
conclusions and recommendations of the Council in regard to 
out-patient departments. 

With reference to the National Ophthalmic Treatment 
Board, the SecrRETARY reported that an attempt was being 
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made to establish a branch in the area, but that so far it 
had not been possible to make arrangements with a suitable 
optician. 

In connexion with the hospital contributory scheme, the 
secretary stated that he had raised with the hospital com- 
mittee the question of difficulties that might arise owing to 
the absence of an income limit. He had pointed out to the 
committee that whatever happened the doctors, either on the 
hospital staff or in general practice, could not be expected 
to act as almoners. The action of the secretary was approved.

VACCINATION FEES 

Sir,—I can imagine that some of your readers will be 
sceptical as to the truth of the following. 

Under the new regime the county council here has, of 
course, taken over the duties of the parish council, and lately 
issued the usual list of so-called vaccination defaulters to 
its parish medical officers, who act as public vaccinators. 
Under the cumbrous title of Chief Public Assistance Officer, 
the medical officer of health states that he will only pay for 
vaccinations actually performed. 

To take an extreme case: the vaccinator might find he had 
to postpone some vaccinations for health reasons, he might 
find some already done, and that the remainder of the people 
to be vaccinated had left the district. He would be, there- 
fore, in the position of getting nothing for his trouble. In 
these days of small lists the money value is not such an 
important factor, but the absurdity remains. 

In the case under, consideration the vaccinatcr had a 
modest list of seven ; five were vaccinated (ten visits), one 
was postponed, and one had left the district ; making twelve 
visits in all, for which he is to be paid 12s. 6d., or 1s. 03d. 
per visit. These were landward—that is, county—visits. If 
they had been in the town the sum paid would have been 
7s. 6d., or 73d. per visit. : 

It is to be noted that these fees are fixed by law, but the 
parish council took a wider view, in that they at least paid 
for work done, ard could do so, to some extent, under the 
Vaccination Acts. The medical officer of health says he 
is now strictly limited by statute—that is, he must perforce 
perpetrate a glaring injustice. If this is so, and if there were 
later amending regulations to this effect, what was the British 
Medical Association doing to allow of such conditions being 
imposed on the profession ?—I am, etc.,

National Insurance 


WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL 
COMMITTEE 
At a meeting of the Warwickshire Panel and Local Medical 
Committee, held at Coventry on May 7th, under the chairman- 
ship of Dr. HerBert Mains, further discussion took place 
on the need for extended post-graduate facilities, and the 
following resolution was passed: 

That in this committee’s opinion many urban as well as 
rural practitioners experience the same difficulties in arranging 
freedom and facilities for pursuing post-graduate study as do 
practitioners from the existing restricted categories, whilst the 
need for the encouragement of post-graduate study is in- 
creasingly obvious; and that further representations be made 
to the Insurance Acts Committee as to the need of broadening 
the present scheme. 

It was reported by Rugby representatives that the stringent 
criterion of the Ministry of Health, whereunder a practitioner 
must show attendance .on 1,500 venereal cases before being 
eligible to participate in the administration of the county 
council’s venereal clinic, was operating to exclude local appli- 
cants otherwise qualified. The chairman was asked to take 
up the matter with the Venereal Advisory Committee of the 
county council. 

The committee decided to represent to the Insurance Acts 
Committee that ventriculin used in the treatment of pernicious 
anaemia should be added to the Schedule of the Distribution 
Scheme, enabling a dispensing doctor to obtain this at the cost 
of the Drug Fund. 

It was agreed to urge upon every insurance practitioner the 
desirability of co-operating with the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board’s service, and to call attention in the annual 
report to details of the service. 


THE DENTAL BOARD 
The session of the Dental Board which opened on Tuesday, 
May 12th was presided over by Sir HoLpurt Warina, in 
absence of the chairman of the Board, Sir Francis Dyke 
Acland, through illness. 


In his address from the chair, whick was read, Sir Francis 
mentioned that he had lately visited Glasgow, where “| could 
not have believed that such enormities in the way of announce. 
ments were possible as those which I saw. The announce. 
ments in very many cases were much larger than most trades. 
men in most towns would consider séH-respecting.” Unless 
the Board succeeded in removing them altogether it must 
give up any pretence of control of dentists’ announcements 
He went on to say that the question had arisen in connexion 
with various trade and professional guilds as to whether i 
was proper for dentists to give commission or discount jp 
treating any particular class of persons. It would be wel 
if the dentist to whom it was suggested that he should allow 
a discount were to ask himself, ‘‘Can I prove that’ this 
discount is simply a discount for cash and fairly represents 
my saving of trouble and expense in collecting my accounts?” 
If he could not prove that, it would be well for him to haye 
nothing to do with it. There were only two classes of dis. 
count: discount for cash, and discount for the introduction 
of patients. The latter was clearly wrong. He added that 
the Discipline Committee had had before it a case in which 
a public authority had divided local dentists into two cate 
gories, and another in which an authority had made certain 
selections from the local list. The committee was keeping 
in touch with these cases ; he, for his part, regretted to see 
anything which represented the dental profession as consisting 
of two parts. Dealing with educational matters, he said that 
the number of the Board’s bursaries had been maintained, 
but the amount of grant to individual students had been 
rather drastically reduced in order that additional teaching 
grants might be given to the schools. Grants for extension 
and equipment have been made by the Board to fourteen 
dental schools, and the total amount so voted now amounts 
to £46,000. 


The Board proceeded to consider four charges against 
dentists of extravagance in announcements. Three of the 
practitioners were from Glasgow and the other from Falkirk. 
After deliberation, the Board found the facts proved to its 
satisfaction, but did not proceed to recommend erasure. In 
a similar case against a Plaistow dentist the finding was 
postponed for six months, with the intention that the dentist 
should act in accordance with a promise he had given.
